Dear Governor Garvey: 

The Arizona State Hospital Board submits herewith the Annual 
Report covering the major activities of the Hospital for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1950. 

The Board feels that progress has been made in providing in¬ 
creased treatment and care for the mentally ill in Arizona. The 
Board is striving to make the Arizona State Hospital one of the out¬ 
standing state mental hospitals in the United States. To reach 
this goal will require the continued cooperation and support of all 
persons of the state, which we feel confident will be forthcoming. 
The problems involving the hospitalization of the mentally ill are 
of major importance in Arizona and all of the other states. More 
patients are hospitalized each day in mental hospitals than in all 
other types of hospitals. We can expect an increased demand for 
the use of the facilities provided by an efficiently operated hospital, 
and particularly will this demand increase for persons of advanced 
age. Greater emphasis must be placed upon a program which will 
decrease the need for hospitalization by providing proper care and 
treatment before mental illness has reached the point where hospital¬ 
ization is necessary. 

At the inception of the fiscal year, the Board established a 
policy of increasing the medical services provided to the patients 
through an increase in the professional staff and an expansion of 
out-patient treatment. We have been, and now are faced with short¬ 
ages of trained personnel available, and our inability to progress 
further has resulted primarily from the lack of skilled personnel. 

At the commencement of the fiscal year, the Hospital had an 
operating budget for personnel representing a decrease of over 25% 
of the sum that had been found necessary to provide personnel for 
the Hospital during the preceding fiscal year. Your prompt action 
in authorizing the Hospital to accelerate the quarterly budgetary 
appropriations was a life-saver to the patients of the Hospital. In 
the absence of your action, the Hospital would have reverted to an 
institution incapable of even providing acceptable custodial care. 

One of the major problems in the administration of the Hospital 
is to provide for a stability in personnel. During the past year 270 
new employees were hired at the Hospital. It should be apparent 
that proper treatment cannot be provided to the patients of the 
Hospital with such a rapid change in personnel. During the period 
of the report, the number of changes in personnel of the medical 
staff was 100% of the authorized positions. It should further be 
apparent that it is extremely difficult to establish a smooth con- 
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tinuity in the treatment of the patients. In an effort to all-eviate 
the difficulties involved in securing qualified psychiatrists, five 
cottages were authorized to be constructed. The contracts had 
been let and work was progressing rapidly at the end of the fiscal 
year. 

There is an extreme scarcity of qualified, experienced psychia¬ 
trists. The Basic Science provision of the State Medical Association 
Act has prevented the Hospital from securing or retaining the serv¬ 
ices of qualified personnel in several instances. The Board believes 
that the best interests of the public would be served by amending 
this Act insofar as the same restricts the employment of qualified 
personnel by the State Hospital. 

Undoubtedly the basic reason for most of the turnover of per¬ 
sonnel, other than the professional staff, has been the result of 
low salaries paid. It is almost an impossibility to secure and retain 
desirable attendant personnel at a starting salary of $137.50 per 
month. The attendants are of great importance in the successful 
treatment of the patients. The appropriation for such personnel 
should be adequate to provide salaries that will meet the competition 
of other employers in the vicinity. The Board feels that the payment 
of such low salaries is definitely a false economy. The major portion 
of the turnover of employees at the Hospital has been in this group 
of employees. It takes time and considerable effort to properly train 
an attendant. A rapid turnover is contrary to the best interests of 
the patient, and a satisfactory solution to this problem must be 
found before there will ever be an efficient operation of the Hospital. 

Arizona has operated for years under an antiquated procedure 
for hospitalization of the mentally ill. The procedure has been 
contrary to accepted medical practices, and is badly in need of a 
change. Any admission procedure suggestive of being quasi crim¬ 
inal in nature needs immediate remedial legislative action. The 
frequent use of jails to house the mentally ill until transported to 
the Hospital is a disgrace and a reflection upon the state of Arizona. 
In addition, it is expensive from a financial point of view, as the 
deterioration in the patient from such improper and unjustifiable 
treatment frequently retards or prevents recovery. The practice of 
transporting patients from their home counties to the State Hospital 
by police and under the forms of restraint frequently used with 
criminals is not conducive to a recovery and return to a normal place 
in society by the individual involved. The Board strongly urges 
constructive remedial legislation to make the changes necessary. 
We believe there should be a major substitution for the current 
procedures, and expect to have drafts of proposed legislation avail¬ 
able prior to the next general session of the legislature. 

The Board further recommends the elimination of certain re¬ 
strictions placed upon funds appropriated for the Hospital. As an 
example, for several years the Hospital has been attempting to 
secure funds to re-level certain portions of the farm in keeping with 
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recommendations made by experts upon the subject. Due to restric¬ 
tions placed upon the use of funds, we have been unable to make 
this badly needed improvement. We specifically recommend that 
the legislature authorize the Hospital to use funds collected from 
paying patients for such Hospital purposes as the Board may deem 
necessary. During the past year the sum of $93,612.11 was collected 
from this source. None of this money was available for use to pay 
personnel, purchase equipment, or for capital improvements. Under 
the present laws, the monies collected could be used only for current 
expenditures exclusive of those above set forth, and any unexpended 
balance reverted to the State general fund at the end of the fiscal 
year. We recommend the elimination of such restrictions upon the 
use of the funds, and an amendment, if necessary, to prevent such 
collections from reverting to the general fund of the State. By 
so doing, an added inducement would be set forth for collections from 
such sources during the month of June and the latter part of the 
month of May of each year. 

During the past fiscal year, the comparatively small sum of 
only $10,000.00 was available for expenditures to purchase new 
equipment. Based upon our average daily population at the Hos¬ 
pital, this appropriation allows about 55c per month per patient 
for new equipment. If consideration is given to the fact that in 
addition to providing medical care and the necessary housekeeping 
accommodations for a hospital of this size, a farm of over 300 acres, 
and a dairy with a herd of approximately 100 cows are maintained, 
it should be obvious that such an appropriation is woefully inade¬ 
quate. During the course of the past year, well over 1,500,000 meals 
were prepared and served to the patients of the Hospital. It is 
impossible to maintain an efficient operation with outmoded equip¬ 
ment. The kitchen equipment is particularly in need of major re¬ 
placements. It is a poor policy to provide minor replacements when 
the need exists for major kitchen repairs and replacements, which 
should be made under a master plan. In an operation the size of 
the Arizona State Hospital, it is a short-sighted policy to use equip¬ 
ment beyond the point of economical operation. 

Probably the most gratifying advancement made during the 
past year has been in the Neurosurgical unit, the establishment of 
which was made possible by the wisdom and foresight of the legis¬ 
lature in appropriating $150,000.00 on a non-lapsing basis for 
advanced curative treatment. The type and quality of treatment 
provided in this unit is second to none in the United States. It is 
an inspiration to the balance of the Hospital, and establishes a 
professional medical atmosphere that is so necessary to running a 
highly specialized medical hospital. It is strongly urged that the 
legislature make an additional appropriation which will maintain 
the fund at its original level. By so doing, the Hospital will be per¬ 
mitted to use the most modern and advanced treatments as the same 
are developed. This unit has brought considerable favorable pub¬ 
licity to the Hospital in particular and the State of Arizona in 
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general, but what is more important, it has directly contributed to 
the recovery and return to society of patients who could otherwise 
anticipate spending a large part of the balance of their lives in the 
Hospital. It is the hope of the Board that in the not too distant 
future, the remainder of the Hospital facilities can be elevated to 
the type now supplied by this unit. 

During the past years many of the advances made in treating 
the mentally ill have resulted from information and knowledge ac¬ 
quired as the result of autopsies performed upon persons who were 
mentally ill at the time of death. Under our present laws, it is 
extremely doubtful if any authority exists for performing autopsies 
at the Hospital. The only circumstances under which autopsies can 
now be performed would be when there is a sudden or unusual 
death, in which event the autopsy must be authorized by the Coroner 
and is limited to discovering the cause of death. The Board feels 
that most relatives of patients who die while in the Hospital would 
willingly permit medical knowledge to advance by this procedure, 
knowing that in so doing they would be helping others from suffer¬ 
ing a similar fate. 

During the past year Dr. Riley H. Guthrie, of the United States 
Public Health Service, has made a survey of the Hospital. A final 
report has not been received, but he has already provided construct¬ 
ive help and advice on many of our problems. 

The Board is thoroughly committed to the policy of terminating 
the operations of the Florence branch at the earliest possible date. 
It is unnecessarily expensive, and makes it almost impossible to pro¬ 
vide proper medical care for the patients there. In addition, the 
Florence operation presents an extremely dangerous fire hazard. 
All qualified persons who have been consulted upon the subject are 
in accord in their opinion that the Florence branch of the Hospital 
should be closed as soon as possible. 

To enable the Hospital to reach its desired goal as set forth 
herein, we believe it would be well to adopt and set forth as aims 
of the Board in the administration of the Hospital a set of standards 
adopted by the American Psychiatric Association in 1925, and which 
have been re-affirmed many times, as minimum requirements for 
the operation of a modern, publicly owned mental hospital. These 
standards form the most authoritative statement available for such 
institutions in America. With slight modifications, they are appli¬ 
cable to the Arizona State Hospital. As an indication of its general 
aims and principles in respect to this Hospital, the Board hereby 
quotes and sets forth these standards: 

“1. The chief executive officer must be a well-qualified 
physician and experienced psychiatrist whose appointment and 
removal shall not be controlled by partisan politics. 

2. All other persons employed at the institution ought to

be subordinate to him and subject to removal by him if they 
fail to discharge their duties properly. 

3. The positions and administrations of the institution must 
be free from control for the purpose of partisan politics. 

4. There must be an adequate medical staff of well-quali¬ 
fied physicians, the proportion of total patients to be not less 
than 1 to 150 in addition to the superintendent, and to the 
number of patients admitted annually not less than 1 to 40. 
There must be one or more full-time dentists. 

5. There must be a staff of consulting specialists at least 
in internal medicine, general medicine, general surgery, organic 
neurology, diseases of the eye, ear and throat, and radiology, 
employed under such terms as will ensure adequate services. 

6. The medical staff must be organized, the services well 
defined and the clinical work under the direction of a staff 
leader or clinical director. 

7. Each medical service must be provided with an office 
and an examining room containing suitable conveniences and 
equipment for the work to be performed, and with such clerical 
help especially assigned to the service as may be required for 
the keeping of the medical and administrative records. 

8. There must be carefully kept clinical histories of all 
the patients, in proper files for ready reference on each service. 

9. Statistical data relating to each patient must be re¬ 
corded in accordance with the standard system adopted by the 
Association. 

10. The patients must be classified in accordance with their 
mental and physical condition, with adequate provision for the 
special requirements for the study and treatment of the cases 
in each class, and the hospital must not be so crowded as to 
prevent adequate classification and treatment. 

11. The classification must include a separate reception 
and intensive study and treatment department or building, a 
special unit for acute physical illnesses and surgical conditions, 
and separate units for the tuberculous, and the infirm and 
bedfast. 

12. The hospital must be provided with a clinical and 
pathological laboratory, equipped and manned in accordance 
with the minimum standards recommended by the Committee 
on Pathological Investigation. 

13. The hospital must be provided with adequate X-ray 
equipment and employ a well-qualified radiologist. 
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14. There must be a working medical library and journal 

file. 

15. The treatment facilities and equipment must include: 

(a) A fully equipped surgical operating room. 

(b) A dental office supplied with modern dental 
equipment. 

(c) Tubs and other essential equipment for hydro¬ 
therapy operated by one or more specially trained physio¬ 
therapists. 

(d) Adequately equipped examination rooms for the 
specialties in medicine and surgery required by the schedule. 

(e) Provision for occupational therapy and the em¬ 
ployment of specially trained instructors. 

(f) Provision for treatment by physical exercises and 
games and the employment of specially trained instructors. 

(g) Adequate provision for recreation and social 
entertainment. 

16. Regular staff conferences must be held at least twice 
a week where the work of the physicians and the examination 
and treatment of the patients will be carefully reviewed. Min¬ 
utes of the conference must be kept. 

17. There must be one or more out-patient clinics con¬ 
ducted by the hospital in addition to any on the hospital prem¬ 
ises. An adequate force of trained social workers must be 
employed. 

18. There must be an adequate nursing force, in the pro¬ 
portion to total patients of not less than 1 to 8, and to the 
patients of intensive treatment and acute sick and surgical 
units of not less than 1 to 4. Provision must be made for ade¬ 
quate systematic instruction and training of the members of 
the nursing force. 

19. Mechanical restraint and seclusion, if used at all, 
must be under strict regulations and a system of control and 
record by the physicians, and must be limited to the most urgent 
conditions.” 

It has not been the intent of the Board to appear critical of 
the legislature in this Annual Report. We realize that the legisla¬ 
ture must cope with many problems in addition to those presented 
at the State Hospital. There has been a feeling of cooperation be¬ 
tween the Board and the legislature, and we feel confident future 
legislatures will provide for the Hospital in such a way that the 
Arizona State Hospital can become one of the outstanding state 
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hospitals in the United States. This Board is unwilling to settle 
for anything less. Should any person or group feel offended by any¬ 
thing said herein, we hope our remarks will be attributed to an im¬ 
patience to arrive at the goal announced. The gratitude of the 
Board is extended to the staff and entire personnel of the Hospital 
which, in our opinion, is operating with generally increasing suc¬ 
cess and efficiency. 

The Board takes this opportunity to thank you, Governor Gar¬ 
vey, personally, for the confidence you have shown in us and for 
your sympathetic understanding of the problems of this Hospital. 
The wisdom of your refusal to permit the Hospital to become in¬ 
volved in partisan political activities is apparent to all. 

We are happy to have contributed our time and what ability, 
sympathy and understanding we may have to the welfare of the 
patients of the Hospital. Any success that may have come from 
these efforts is its own reward. 

For the more professional and technical problems associated 
with the administration of the Hospital, you are hereby respectfully 
referred to the reports of the Superintendent and Business Manager, 
which are a part hereof.

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During the past year, progress has been made. In spite of many 
obstacles and false starts and by persistent effort and posititive 
thinking, an organization is in the making that promises well for 
further forward advance toward the goal set by the present adminis¬ 
tration of bringing this Hospital to an acceptable standard of service 
to the people of the State. 

We have had faithful and loyal support from our co-workers, 
with a minimum of disharmony among personnel. Our relation to 
the public is apparently much improved and will continue to im¬ 
prove as we are able to put into effect our plans for better service 
to our patients. 

As the year ends, and we look forward into the future, we can 
not avoid the feeling that there are better days ahead for the Arizona 
State Hospital. 

The need for qualified and efficient medical personnel has con¬ 
tinued as in past years. There has been the usual turnover of staff 
members. A number of doctors have been taken on trial because 
of unexpected resignations. Most of them have for one reason or 
another been found to be unsatisfactory. Others, well-qualified 
men, have stayed for only a short period and quit because of the 
Basic Science requirement for license. Living accommodations have 
been limited. Salary range has been a drawback. As the year ends, 
these obstacles are being overcome. Five new and modern cottages 
for physicians are nearing completion. A substantial raise in salary 
has been put in effect. The big obstacle, the Basic Science exam¬ 
ination still remains but assurance has been given by the State 
Medical Association that that group will introduce and sponsor an 
amendment to the State Medical Practice Act, exempting doctors 
from other States, coming to this State to practice in State Institu¬ 
tions from the provisions of that law. 

In view of these changes, the prospects are most encouraging. 
Several well-qualified psychiatrists have joined, and others will 
shortly join the staff. By November first, I have assurance that 
the full number authorized will have reported for duty. 

One discouraging situation has yet to be overcome, that is, the 
securing of an adequate number of nurses with psychiatric expei- 
ience to train and direct in special treatments. This lack has held 
back our Insulin treatment program, and has retarded the setting 
up of a needed program for general attendant training. This situ¬ 
ation we believe will improve within a short time. 

With this improvement in the staff situation, we will be able 
to set up a training program in psychiatric nursing whereby we can 
accept nurses from the Stated general hospitals for this special 
training which in the next year will be required for nurses’ registra¬ 
tion in this State. This will serve two important purposes—provide 
training in the State that otherwise would have to be obtained in 
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State Hospitals in some distant State and it will insure a constant 
and adequate supply of nursing personnel for the hospital, itself. 

New buildings: In addition to the new homes for the medical 
staff, a complete new laundry is approaching completion. This will 
replace the old and inadequate facility which is now in use and will 
add to the comfort and cleanliness of the patients as well as afford 
occupational opportunities to patients that is so important to their 
recovery. 

Another and very important project is in the planning stage 
whereby we will be able to receive Federal aid through the Hospital 
Planning and Construction setup. This project will provide two 
Receiving Wards for new patients, treatment wards for acutely ill 
patients and continued treatment wards to accommodate about 225 
patients. We have an unspent balance from appropriations for con¬ 
struction, of about $350,000.00. This sum, the Federal Government 
will match dollar for dollar, thus providing $700,000.00 for the com¬ 
pletion of this project. The general plan has already been approved 
by the Federal Agency. 

With the beginning of the past year, two new services were 
added for the care and treatment of patients. On July 1st of last 
year a full-time dentist was added to the staff. The installation of 
this service has meant an immeasurable benefit to the patients' 
health, comfort and well-being. A statistical report of operations, 
etc. indicates the large amount of work done by this unit, and points 
to the need that existed and justified the expense of the installation. 

SEE DENTIST'S REPORT. 

The second and very special service was the setting up of a 
Neuro-Surgical Unit. This was implemented by a special appropria¬ 
tion by the 19th Legislature for “Advanced Curative Treatment." 
With this fund and by cooperation of Neuro-Surgeons, psychiatrists 
and specialists in all fields of medicine with the resident staff of 
the hospital, an outstanding service is being extended to the citizens 
of the State. A most complete and thorough neurological exam¬ 
ination is carried out on all patients when indicated with the result 
that many cases deemed incurable by hitherto known methods of 
treatment are being cured or restored to the extent that they may be 
released from the hospital. This service is also being extended to 
patients who are admitted as voluntary and on an out-patient basis 
who apply to the hospital for this special examination and treat¬ 
ment. The interest of the medical profession and the public in 
general encourages the hope that this service can be continued and 
expanded. The experience and results of the past year cannot be 
measured in dollars and cents. The gratitude of a family to whom 
a loved member has been restored outweighs every other consider¬ 
ation. 

SEE REPORT OF NEURO-SURGICAL UNIT. 
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SOCIAL SERVICE: This department has been seriously handi¬ 
capped by personnel shortage. Most of the routine functions have 
been carried out, but much remains to be done. 

Improvement is in sight. A second Social Worker will join us 
soon and another is promised in a few months. With this staff, we 
will be able to set up an out-patient department and thereby acceler¬ 
ate discharges from the hospital and also, through visitations to 
patients who have been discharged give assistance to families in 
understanding the needs of the patient. By this procedure many 
patients may be able to continue at home who, without this service 
would have to be returned to the hospital. 

OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY: We expect soon to employ on 
our staff a qualified Occupational Therapist. This will greatly 
augment the work being done in that very important department. 

DIETARY DEPARTMENT: This department has been in 
charge of a competent dietitian. Foods for patients have been well- 
prepared and in adequate amounts and suitable variety. The pres¬ 
ently employed dietitian has resigned and efforts are being made 
to fill the vacancy as soon as possible. 

Other special therapies are being continued at an increasing 
tempo. During recent months as many as 120 patients were receiv¬ 
ing electro-shock therapy. During the month of May a total of 
1189 shock treatments were given. This program has resulted in 
the discharge of many patients and shortened the period of necessary 
hospitalization to a marked degree. This rate of intensive treatment 
is being stepped up to a point where every patient who can possibly 
benefit by this type of treatment will receive it as soon after ad¬ 
mission as possible. 

The treatment of General Paresis has been promoted by a free 
grant of Penicillin (Duracillin) by Eli Lilly & Co.—56 patients have 
been treated and are now being rechecked to evaluate the results. 
We will thus have a means of comparison to determine the best 
procedure in future treatments. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

It is recommended that a more or less definite plan be outlined 
in the matter of buildings and equipment needed to bring the hos¬ 
pital up to standards of the American Psychiatric Association and 
the American College of Surgeons. This plan can provide for the 
division of moneys over a period of years (five or ten), the most 
urgently needed construction to come earliest in the program and 
each year, a certain amount to be allocated until the general plan 
is completed. In this way, haphazard placement of buildings, with 
little relation to the purposes for which they are intended can be 
avoided and an integrated working plant can be obtained. 
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This plan we realize will call for the expenditure of a consid¬ 
erable sum of money, but is necessary if the hospital is to keep 
abreast of other state facilities such as colleges, roads and other 
public construction in which the state already excels. The ground 
work can be laid whereby our State Hospital for the mentally ill can 
be made the equal of any comparable institution in the Western 
States if not in the entire country. The net result will be that better 
personnel will be attracted which will mean more adequate care will 
be furnished and more patients will be restored to their homes and 
communities. 

A present and very urgent need exists. The State Hospital 
Annex near Florence is entirely inadequate and unsatisfactory, both 
from the standpoint of patient care and from economical consider¬ 
ations. The beds in that set-up are classed by the American Psychi¬ 
atric Association as “non acceptable”. The Arizona State Hospital 
will never be an accredited hospital for the treatment of the mentally 
ill until our patients are housed and cared for in fire-proof build¬ 
ings. The State would not build roads that did not “go anywhere”. 
Nor would they leave every alternate mile unpaved, but that is what 
the care of the mentally ill amounts to in our present set-up. 

So let us take a road that “goes somewhere” and fill in the gaps 
in the pavement with all possible speed. Let us build and improve 
to the end that the State can point to its State Hospital as a model 
institution for the care of its unfortunate citizens. The achieve¬ 
ment of that goal will mark a milestone in real progress. 

Finally let me say that it has been a real pleasure to have been 
permitted to work with the members of the State Hospital Board 
of Control. The cooperation I have received from them, the hospital 
personnel and the public generally has been an inspiration. I think 
we all feel the challenge in the situation and will continue to give 
our best efforts to the attainment of our objective—the building up 
and rounding out of a hospital for the mentally ill of which the 
State of Arizona may be proud.

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NEURO-SURGICAL UNIT REPORT 

July 1, 1949 to June 30, 1950 

1. The Neuro-Surgical Unit of the Arizona State Hospital was 
instituted on 1 July 1949 for the purpose of evaluating and treating 
those epileptic patients whose condition can be improved by sur¬ 
gical procedure, and those patients for whom psychosurgery is 
indicated. 

2. PERSONNEL: The Neuro-Surgical Unit commenced oper¬ 
ation on 1 July 1949 with the following personnel:

During the course of the year the medical personnel remained 
unchanged. Miss Jesse was replaced by Miss Dora Estrada on 18 
July 1949. On September 20, 1949, Mrs. Elizabeth Kranz, R. N., 
was employed in the capacity of nurse and EEG technician. On 
24 October 1949 Miss Estrada was replaced as secretary by Miss 
Georgia E. Anderson. Miss Schneider left the Unit on 9 Novem¬ 
ber 1949 and on 13 December 1949 Mrs. Jane Shelton was employed 
as secretary. On 1 January 1950 the Unit acquired the services of 
Mr. Thomas M. Garneski as Master EEG Technician, Miss Anderson 
was appointed Administrative Assistant and Mrs. Kranz was ap¬ 
pointed Rehabilitation Nurse and Assistant in EEG. On 1 Febru¬ 
ary 1950 Mrs. Lelah Adler, R. N., joined the Unit as Directress of 
Occupational Therapy. Miss Edwards terminated her services as 
psychologist on 7 March 1950 and has not been replaced to date.

16. The Rehabilitation Nurse of the Neuro-Surgical Unit made 
frequent rounds of the wards of the Arizona State Hospital super¬ 
vising the progress of all epileptics who are either candidates for 
surgical intervention or who are being treated conservatively by this 
Unit, and all of the post-operative cases who are still patients in the 
Hospital. 


17. Special nurses were provided for all patients who under¬ 
went major surgical procedures in the Neuro-Surgical Unit. Their 
period of supervision and care usually was continued for one week 
post-operatively, longer when deemed necessary for the welfare of 
the patient. Special nurses were also retained on one patient who 
was treated by intensive 72-hour narcosis. 

18. Twice during the course of the fiscal year the Phoenix 
Branch of the U. S. Department of Indian Affairs was- generous 
enough to provide the Unit with the services of a Navajo interpreter 
to enable us to obtain psychometric and neuropsychiatric determina¬ 
tions on non-English speaking patients. Mr. Elmer Lincoln made 
three visits to provide psychometrics and neuropsychiatric exam¬ 
inations on two committed pre-operative patients, and Mr. Byron 
Tsinniginee made one visit to provide a neuropsychiatric examina¬ 
tion on one committed pre-operative patient and progress studies on 
two others.

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tions for the purposes of making three colored motion pictures and 
two sets of still pictures of surgical proceedings. 

20. The Director of the Neuro-Surgical Unit attended two 
medical conventions during the fiscal year of 1949-50 at which he 
presented papers describing the results of surgical procedures under¬ 
taken in the Neuro-Surgical Unit. These meetings were the Joint 
Symposium on Psychomotor Epilepsy of the American Epilepsy 
League and the American Academy of Neurology on April 15, 1950, 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, and the Symposium on Clinical and Electrical 
Aspects of Temporal Lobe Disorders, American Electro-encephalo- 
graphic Society, Atlantic City, New Jersey, June 11, 1950. 


21. In January, 1950, Dr. F. A. Gibbs, of the Illinois Neuro¬ 
psychiatric Institute, University of Illinois, Chicago, Illinois, and Mr. 
Albert Grass, of the Grass Instrument Company, Quincy, Massachu¬ 
setts, made an extended visit to the Neuro-Surgical Unit for the pur¬ 
pose of participating in the work on epilepsy being done here.

To the Arizona State Hospital Board:

As Business Manager of the Arizona State Hospital, and in com¬ 
pliance with the laws 1941, Chapter 44, Chapter 8 as amended, 8-217, 
Paragraph C, I submit the Business Manager’s report for the fiscal 
year 1949-1950 with the following comments: 

The laws states that the Business Manager shall, not later than 
July 15th, submit to the board a financial statement of the affairs 
of the state hospital during the preceding year in a form prescribed 
by the state auditor. It is impossible to have this report ready to 
submit to the board by July 15th as our books are not closed until 
July 31st and we are processing outstanding claims during the entire 
month. Therefore, I feel this date should be changed to October 1st. 

Column 1 on the Expenditure Report gives the code number and 
title of the fund. The next column gives the appropriation or collec¬ 
tions and fund balances. Column 3 gives the amount expended dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year and Column 4 gives the balance at the end of the 
fiscal year, which also includes expenses incurred during the fiscal 
year and paid in July. Column 5 shows the amount that reverts 
to the general fund and Column 6 shows the amount carried forward 
to the next fiscal year. 

According to law, the only balances that can be carried into the 
next year is Advanced Curative Treatment, Endowment Earnings 
and the special appropriation for buildings. Capital Outlay carries 
forward during the biennium. I would like to recommend that the 
Special Operating fund, which is money collected from patients for 
their care in the hospital, should be allowed to carry over to the 
next year, as it is collected for the special purpose of helping finance 
the hospital, and I feel that at the close of the year the balance 
should not revert to the general fund. If this is done it would elim¬ 
inate the chances of extra buying at the close of the fiscal year in 
order to use up the fund. It also would stimulate the desire, if 
possible due to the change of conditions, to go into the next year 
with a little surplus. It would also save work in the accounting 
office at the end of June. I would also recommend that this fund 
be so set up that in addition to its present use it could be used for 
capital outlay. 

A breakdown of the purpose of the expenditures can be found on 
the following pages of this report. 

In fund No. 1-3-11-000-0100, Salaries and Wages, $722,110.00 
was appropriated. $722,109.98 was expended in this fund and two 
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cents reverted to the general fund. It was necessary for us to expend 
an additional $8,180.59 out of Endowment Earnings to meet our pay¬ 
roll for the year, a total for salaries and wages, excluding the Neuro¬ 
logical Department, of $730,290.57. 

In fund No. 1-3-11-000-0401, Travel—State, the appropriation 
was $1,000.00. The amount expended was $991.48, with a balance of 
$8.52 which reverted to the general fund. I wish to point out that 
this did not include all the cost of travel in the state as we ran out 
of funds and were forced to draw on Special Operating in the amount 
of $63.79 and on Endowment Earnings in the amount of $227.79, a 
total expenditure for travel in the state of $1,283.16. This appropria¬ 
tion is used more or less for Board Members travel, with occasion¬ 
ally a short trip in the state to return a patient. 

The same is true of 1-3-11-000-0404, Travel—Transportation of 
Patients. The appropriation was $2,000.00. $1,909.73 was expended 
in this fund and $90.27 reverted to the general fund. $1,046.34 was 
expended out of Special Operating for travel—transportation of 
patients, which brought the total expended for this purpose to 
$3,316.07. Had we had a short trip the last of June, we could have 
used the $90.27. 

Fund No. 1-3-11-000-0501, Capital Outlay—Equipment, has an 
appropriation of $10,000.00. Of this amount $9,999.95 was expended 
and five cents reverted to the general fund. This appropriation for 
Capital Outlay—Equipment was in no way sufficient and we were 
forced to use Endowment Earnings funds for capital investment to 
purchase items which were absolutely necessary. I would also rec¬ 
ommend that the term “equipment” be omitted from the name of this 
fund, as at times it is necessary, for instance, to renovate some 
building or do other work at the hospital which is classed as capital 
outlay, and when our capital outlay designates equipment only we 
cannot make the improvements necessary. It was necessary to spend 
$2,165.00 out of Endowment Earnings for equipment and $5,038.14 
for fixtures and improvements, a total of $7,203.14 paid out of this 
fund for capital investment. 

Funds Nos. 1-3-11-000-0505 and 1-3-11-000-0506 pertain to the 
building of the five cottages and the laundry building. The amount 
of $45,000.00 was estimated for the cottages and $160,000.00 for the 
laundry. There will be a balance at the completion of these build¬ 
ings which will be added to Fund No. 1-3-11-000-0503, Capital Out¬ 
lay—Building Construction, increasing the amount of $195,000.00 
in that fund for other buildings. In addition there is an appropria¬ 
tion of $136,000.00 which will be available December 1st, which can 
be used for the construction, equipping and furnishing of buildings. 

Our inventory in the store room at the beginning of the fiscal 
year was $58,897.75 and at the close of the fiscal year it was $54,- 
676.87, which shows a difference of $4,220.88, which would not reflect 
any great change in figuring the cost of maintaining a patient per 
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day. Last year our cost per patient per day was $2.06. This year 
it was $2.29. 

Our collection from patients who are able to pay amounted to 
$93,612.11, an increase of $7,785.25 over last year. 

The report of the transportation of non-resident patients at 
state expense shows an increase from 64 to 76. I wish to point out 
that this is not the total number transported to other states, as in 
some cases the relatives come and transport the patients. Whenever 
possible we collect from the relatives for all or part of the expense 
of transporting the patient. The expense to the state of transporting 
these patients other than capital outlay and salary was $2,956.07, 
approximately $38.89 per patient. 

The beauty shop report shows 6,142 treatments. We have one 
paid employee helped by patients. These treatments were given to 
patients only, as employees are forbidden to receive any treatments 
whatsoever in the beauty shop. 

After careful compiling of our farm report, we show a profit of 
$79,981.71. We had a survey made by the University of Arizona, 
which substantiates that the farm is being operated as satisfactorily 
as can be with what we have to operate it with and that it is paying. 

I recommend that in the budget submitted next fall the em¬ 
ployees of the State Hospital be given wage increases similar to the 
wages paid for similar work in other departments of the state and 
and also private business. There are very few of our employees but 
what are very much underpaid and some of them have worked here 
a number of years and are very valuable employees. I would also 
recommend that the legislature be asked for additional funds to 
speed up our program of improving the hospital throughout.
